The Bowmanville Coal Pit, 


The correspondent of the Leader, in 
ompany with « few friends from Toronto, 
visited Bowmanville, on Saturday last, for 
he purpose of examining the locality in 
which the coal is said to have been’ dis- 
covered. He says: 


“ At five o'clock this morning we proceeded 
to the farm of Mr, Bates, ‘There, at that early 
hour in the morning, was the headstrong and 
infatuated—as some would call him—Joseph 
Balsdon, working at the bore. He was enga- 
ged in pumping out the water which had ac- 
cumulated to a considerably height, waiting for 
rods to proceed with the operation of boring. 
He is now engaged in the work of sinking th 
bore further unul l\e mects with another layer 
of coal, which he expects to do before long.— 
So great are his lopes, that before two months 
he expects to send a ton of coal to ‘Toronto. 
He is periectly sanguine in the result, and 
treats with the utmyst nonchalance—-with an 
ndifference almost amounting to contempt— 
the ironic dubiousness of geologists. He says 
they have been deceived befure now, and he is 
determined to show them that there is coal in 
Canada, When we remarked toh th that Sir 
Willian Logan had said the c.al shown him, 
as haying been brcught from the bore, was 
from Newcastle, ‘Well,’ said he, “he was not 
perhaps far wrong, for Newcastle is only five 
miles from ‘here, and I have little doubt but 
the coal bed extends that far.’

The dity on iron, wich is insufficient te 
protect the manfacturer on or hear the sea- 
board, is ample for the interior States 
which have a market of their own sufficient 
to consume the production.

THE USURY BILL. 


The provisions of the Usury Bill, as pass- 
ed by the Legislative Council, are as fol- 
lows, in reference to the regulation of inter- 
est to be demanded by chartered Banks of 
the Province : 

IIL. Tt shall not be lawful for any Bank 
incorporated by any Act of the Legislature 
of this Province, or of the late Provinces of 
Upper or Lower Canada respectively, or by 
Royal Charter, nor for any Bank establis 
ment or to be established under the pro’ 
sions of the Act of the Legislature of this 
Province passed in the Session thereof held 
in the thirteenth and fourteenth years of Her 
Majesty’s réign, intituled, @n Act to estab- 
lish freedom of Banking in this Province, 
and for other purposes relative to Banks 
and Banking, to stimilate or take, reserve 
or exact a higher rate of discount or inter- 
est than seven per centum per ‘annim ; and

As to what should be done, the Town Coun- 
cil should resolve thomselyes into a Court of 
Revision, to revise the Assessment Roll, and 
strike off twenty-five to fifty per cent on every 
property that appears over-rated. In this 
way they can only avert very great evils.

Lis the most odious species of tyranny? 
Precisely the operations of this Company.— 
‘That a Landfol of men, free themselves, should 
exercise the most base and abominable des- 
potism over thousands of their fellow crea- 
tures,—that innocence should be the victim 
of oppression,—that industry should toil for 
rapine,—that a Missionary of the cross sho:ld 
be driven froin his labours,—in a word, that 
thousands of men gifted by Providence with 
the ordinary endowments of humahity, should 
groan under a system of despotism unparal= 
Jolled in all the histories of the world, What 
is the end of all government? Certainly the 
happiness of the governed. What, then, are 
we to think of a Government whose good for- 
tune is supposed to spring from the calamities 
ofits subjects, —whoseaggrandiz ment grows 
out of the miseries of mankind?

commerce and civilization will henceforth | 
flourish in that quarter of our hemisphero, 
with unrestrained vigor. 

Tho Governmont is to be administered for 
the ensuing five years, by a Governor and 
Council appointed by the Crown, If at the 
expiration of that time, the colonists show 
themselves worthy, they are promised a re-| 
presentative form like ourown. Vancouver's 
Island is not to be included in this Colony, 
unless desired on the part of the Island, but 
will be governed as at present. 

The Cunard line of steamers is already 
placed at the service of the British Govern- 
ment, to carry the mails, goods, passengers, 
&c., by which it is estimated that the voyage 
may be made from England to the new Colo- 
ny via Panama, in 85 da; s certainly 
a yery speedy voyage for so great a distance, 
—quite as short a period as it used to require 
to cross the Atlantic before steam propulsion 
was brought into requisition, Whon Canada 
is connected with this sister colony by the 
Pacific Railway, a fortnight however will suf-| 
fice to perform the same voyage. The en- 
couraging way in which this great enterprise 
was alluded to by the present Secretary of} 
the Colonies, shows that it is not altogether 
a scheme of Entopian character, In the 
speech already alluded to, the noble Baronet 
said:—"“T do believe tho day will come, and 
many now present will live to sce it, when a 
portion at least of the lands on the other side 
of the Rocky Mountains, being also brought 
into colonization and guarded by free institu 
tions, one direct line of Railway communica- 
tion will unite the Pacific to the Atlanti 
‘This is a noble idea, and we will not now stop | 
to speculate on its effects upon the world in 
general, and our Province in particular. 

The action taken upon this matter reflects 
the greatest credit upon the Imperial Govern- 
ment, as it shows them both determined and 
able to protect their subjects and their inte- 
rests, in whatever quarter of the globe they 
may be situated. It is well for us asa Colo- 
ny that our interests in respect to the Hud- 
son's Bay Territory are in better hands than 
in our own imbecile Government, or this, with 
all other interests therein confided, would go 
to destruction. Tho English Parliament are 
likely to settle this question in the proper 
manner, independent of our supine assistance.
